AVASHINGTON PARK RACING. 

Again the American Derby. There is not a 
lover of the noblest and bravest of all animals, 
the thoroughbred race horse, who will not ex- 
perience a thrill of pleasure because of the 
authoritative official announcement that after 
four years of closed gates Washington Park will 
again take its proper place in the front divis- 
ion of American race courses. 

Last night the executive committee of the 
board of directors of the Washington Park Club 
met at the Wellington Hotel and formally de- 
cided in favor of holding a twenty-five days’ 
race meeting, beginning'June25 next and term- 
inating July 23. The list of stakes was agreed 
upon, leading off with the famous American 
Derby and winding up with the Wheeler Handi- 
cap. 

The American Derby should and doubtless 
will secure the cream of American 3-year-old 
form. Its terms differ somewhat from those of 
former years. It is for this year $25 entrance, 
to accompany the nomination, $175 to start with 
the splendid endowment of $10,000 added. In 
these days of sadly diminished stake values this 
makes a prize to make a horse owner’s mouth 
water. Penalties and allowances are wisely 
adjusted and there is no reason to doubt that 
when the fateful day arrives next June Secre- 
tary Howard will enjoy the satisfaction of see- 
ing all the crack 3-year-olds of America go to 
the post amid the brilliant surroundings that 
served in years past to make American Derby 
day the first and foremost of all American rac- 
ing days.
